Wife Kisses Snook Good- 
Bye But Faints After 
Parting 


COLUMBUS, 0., March I. 


— “My love and affection for 
my wife” were among the last 
words of Dr? James II. Snook, 
who diod in tile electric chair 
at the Ohio State Penitentiary 
Jiere last night for the mur­ 
der of Miss Theora Dix. 
The Reverend I. E. Miller, * 


who remained with Snook un­ 
til ^he end, told newspaper­ 
men: 
“ In his last moments, he 


spoke to me repeatedly of his 
love and affection for his \ 
wife. 
“ ‘It’s too bad it took a 


bump like this to make me 
realize how wonderful she 
was,’ Snook told me. 


' H e told me over and over arain 
as the end v neared that 
he 
had 
faith in God and absolute 
cond 
denee in future life." 
Mrs. Helen Marple Snook, the 
slayer'* w ife— now a widow -suf­ 
fered a nervous breakdown. 
She 
remained in the death cell, where 
►he and her husband had eaten 
their last meal together, until 6:10 
o'clock 
about twenty-five minutes 
before the ex-college professor was 
executed.

Dr. 
Snook Kissed his wife good bye. 
Enroute 
through 
penitentiary 
corridors and headed for the out­ 
side of the prison. Mrs. Snook faint- 
ed. 
She was taken into the private 
ni*artraent of W arden P. ES. Thom

restoratives were 
ad­ 
ministered to her. 
W hen 
news 
of 
the 
execution 
flashed through the prison and Mrs. 
ASnook hear a newspaper reporter 
shou' 
"Snook's dead," she suffered 
a complete collapse.

posure in about ten minutes, Mrs. 
Snook 
remained 
at 
the peniten­ 
tiary for some time. 
Curious 
crowds

A woman friend of the widow 
put on heavy veils and left the 
front entrance of the penitentiary

The crowd surged after 
th** three and after they had mad* 
their escape from the crowd In an 
automobile, the curious dispersed. 
Then. Mrs. Snook 
was able to 
leave the prison without being mo­ 
lested by the several hundred per­ 
sons who had previously milled in 
the streets outside.

Big Navy G r o u p Is 
Alarmed By Reports 
From London

A tter exchanging shots 
with the man. and failing to dis­ 
lodge inn) with tear gas, the Ohio 
National Guard was called. 
Troopers set up machine guns 
and pumped a relentless rain of 
bullet* into the house. Still, Floehr 
continued td reply to the fire of 
the officers with his own weapon. 
Meanwhile, about 3,bub persons 
had crowded to within a half block 
of the scene, and despite warnings 
of police that they were within the 
range of the m aniac’s gun, they re­ 
fused to disperse. Littlefield was 
shot down as he stood watching 
the melee.
